A family court judge has 
slammed social services 
bosses over an ‘appalling’ 
catalogue of errors in their 
handling of the case of a baby 
that was taken into foster care. 

Mr Justice Keehan said the 
approach of Northamptonshire 
County Council’s social servic¬ 
es department had been 
‘chaotic’ and ‘dismal’. 

The judge heard how the boy, 
now two, had been placed with 
foster carers when 15 days old 
because social services staff 
thought he was at risk of harm. 

The mother of the baby, who 
moved to the UK from Latvia a 
year before he was born, had 
told her GP she was living with 
an aggressive partner in 
‘exceedingly poor’ conditions. 

She also reported her partner 
was a heroin addict who left 
used needles around the house. 

An ‘inexperienced’ social 


worker was allocated the boy’s 
case at first, but had not been 
given support for eight months. 

Staff had also failed to under¬ 
take assessments of the boy’s 
mother and grandparents and 
failed to undertake ‘any 
proper or consistent 
care planning’. 

The boy, referred 
to as ‘DS’, was 
allocated eight 
different social 
workers during 
the course of care 
proceedings. 

It was not until two 
years after DS was taken 
from his mother when it was 
decided he would live with his 
grandparents in Latvia. 

A senior children’s services 
official has apologised and the 
council has agreed to pay £16k 
in damages. 

Mr Justice Keehan said: “The 
catalogue of errors, omissions, 
delays and serial breaches of 
court orders in this matter is 
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truly lamentable. Each day, 
each week and each month in 
his young life is exceedingly 
precious. Where so young a 
child is removed from the care 
of his mother or father his case 
must be afforded the high¬ 
est priority by the local 
authority. 

“I trust that the 
events of the first 23 
months of DS’s life 
will not have a 
detrimental impact 
on his future devel¬ 
opment and his emo¬ 
tional and psychologi¬ 
cal well being.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“There have been significant 
changes made to many of our 
systems and practices con¬ 
cerning looked after children 
as a result of the council’s 
Children’s Services Improve¬ 
ment Programme and we con¬ 
tinue to work hard to improve 
outcomes for children and 
families in Northamptonshire.” 




‘Green police’ to snoop on your bin 


Council spies are to go 
through residents’ bins in 
a bid to crack down on 
low recycling rates. 

The checks are being 
carried out by officers 
from Wellingborough 
Norse, the company 
which carries out 
environmental services 
on behalf of 

Wellingborough Council. 

They will be going out in 
the next couple of months 


in an effort to reduce the 
amount of contamination 
after new figures showed 
Wellingborough had the 
lowest recycling rate in 
the whole of 
Northamptonshire. 

Any bins found to con¬ 
tain non-recyclable rub¬ 
bish will not be emptied 
and the householders 
contacted to explain why. 

If items are taken out, 
rubbish will be left to rot 


until the next recycling 
collection date. 

Mark Reneerkens, from 
Wellingborough Norse, 
said: “We’ve just started 
this project and will 
continue to run it for a 
few more weeks to try 
and reduce the amount of 
contaminated recycling 
we have to send to land¬ 
fill. 

“Lots of people do recy¬ 
cling, and recycle cor¬ 


rectly, but we know more 
needs to be done. 

“We’re hopeful this pro¬ 
ject will give us a better 
picture of just how big an 
issue this is, as well as 
help to educate residents 
about the importance of 
recycling.”

A pothole campaigner 
on a one-man crusade 
to get the country’s 
roads fixed has taken 
his campaign tc 
Westminster. 

Mark Morrell, known £ 
Mr Pothole, was invited 
to the House of Commons 
in London by Shadow 
Transport Minister 
Richard Burden MP last 
week to discuss the state 
of the highways across 
the UK. 

Mark, from Brackley, 
said: “It was refreshing 
talking to a politician 
who wants to do some¬ 
thing about the state of 
our roads. 

“I even saw a pothole 
outside the Houses of 
Parliament and reported 
it and told him what 
happened. We are wait¬ 
ing to see what the coun¬ 
cil does.” 

Mark, a retired British 
Gas engineer, uses social 
media to expose the pot¬ 
holes he finds and 
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encourages others to do 
the same. 

He started his 
campaign in 2013 when 
he called police because 
of a dangerously deep 
pothole on the A422 road 
near Farthinghoe. 

Within two hours it was 
fixed. 

Realising that his 
actions prompted a 
quick response, he went 


on a crusade to fix more 
divets. 

Since then, his cam¬ 
paign has gone global, 
making it in national 
newspapers and on TV. 
Most recently, he was the 
subject of Channel 5 doc¬ 
umentary ‘Pothole 
Britain’. 

So far, his campaign 
has seen 2,000 potholes 
fixed across the UK.

Ross Noble spins a new yarn 


Reporter Lawrence John speaks to 
comedian Ross Noble about comedy 
and his show Tangentleman which 
will stroll into town next week 

Ross Noble is a closet journalist. 

This revelation came about when I 
asked him if he felt being a comedi¬ 
an on stage was, for him, as comfort¬ 
able as wearing a woolly jumper. 

He retorted by saying: “Yeah if it 
was not scratchy but soft yarn. I can 
see the headline now: Come and see 
Ross Noble, come and see some 
yarn.” 

Ross then came out with the idea of 
celebrity knitting and the show 
would be called Yarn, Yarn. 

The 38-year-old, who is one of the 
country’s top comics, will appear at 
the Royal & Derngate in 
Northampton on February 11 and 12 
in his latest show Tangentleman. 

Northampton is a place Ross knows 
well as he was in town in June for his 
show Freewheeling. 

Being the contrary person he is, 
Ross decided to pay us a visit when 
someone tweeted him to say he 
should not come to Northampton as 
it was ‘a hole’. 

He did not take their advice and 
instead made a one-hour television 
show about the town, visiting homes 
where celebrities grew up such as 




Robert Llewellyn who played Kryten 
in the comedy sci-fi show Red Dwarf. 

Instead of putting up blue plaques 
he put up dinner plates on the wall 
to mark his visit. 

The Northampton episode will be 
going out on Dave in March. 

Speaking about his experience of 
stand-up comedy, Ross said: “I like 
the sound of the audience laughing. 

“I like it when they get the joke 
before you even say anything as 
when you have to explain the joke it 
loses something. 

“You want to do something which 
makes them think, laugh and go 
‘aww that is funny’. 

“As a comic you are the writer, 
director and performer and are 
doing it for fun. 

“You want to do what is funny for 
yourself and not the audience. 


“When I am on stage my mouth 
runs away with itself and the words 
tumble out.” 

“It becomes funny when you are 
thinking of a phrase and the wrong 
words come out. 

“I just try and be myself and since I 
started out as a comic I wanted to 
find my own voice. 

“When I did it became so much 
easier. When I doing a show on stage 
I tend to see things in my mind like 
pictures or a cartoon. 

“So when I do my show on stage 
there is a cartoon going through my 
head.” 

He added: “I am not interested in 
getting a laugh as any old comic can 
do this. 

“What I want to do is to try and 
create something, play with it on 
stage and see where it goes.”

The total number of 
complaints against North¬ 
amptonshire Police rose 20 
per cent to 444 in 2013/14 - 
compared to an increase of 
15 per cent for England and 
Wales. 

The statistics were issued 
by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC). 

A total of 609 allegations 
were made against the force. 

Per 1,000 employees, 
Northamptonshire Police 
recorded 214 allegations 
compared to 251 for all 


forces in England and Wales. 

Fifty per cent of appeals 
from the public against 
officers in the county were 
upheld by the IPCC, com¬ 
pared with a 43 per cent 
upheld rate for those con¬ 
sidered by the force itself. 

The IPCC upheld 70 per 
cent of 10 appeals where 
people were unhappy that 
Northamptonshire Police 
had not recorded their com¬ 
plaint, and 44 per cent of 39 
appeals from people unhap¬ 
py with the force’s investi¬ 
gation into their grievance. 

In 2013/14, Northampton¬ 
shire Police finalised 411 
complaint cases in an 


average of 73 working days, 
compared to an England 
and Wales average of 101 
working days. 

Detective Superintendent 
Jan Meagher, head of profes¬ 
sional standards at North¬ 
amptonshire Police, said: 
“We welcome the IPCC 
report and will review the 
findings thoroughly. 

“We take every complaint 
seriously.” 

She added: “We assess 
what has gone wrong and 
provide feedback to the 
public, officers and staff, 
managers and trainers to 
improve the service 
provided in the future.”

Nan spared jail 
for $lm fraud

A grandmother who 
tried to kill herself rath¬ 
er than be extradited to 
the US to face $1 million 
fraud charges has been 
spared jail. 

Sandra Dunham, 58, 
from Northampton, has 
been allowed to walk 
free from Maryland 
District Court with a 
sentence of 18 days’ 
home detention. 

She had been given a 
60-day sentence at the 
hearing on January 29 - 
half to be served in jail 
and half in home 
confinement - but the 
court ruled she would 
only serve 18 days’ home 
confinement as she had 
already spent 42 days on 



remand. Despite being 
spared prison, her 
husband Paul Dunham, 
59, has pleaded guilty to 
more serious charges 
and could face up to 20 
years in prison for 
consipiracy and money 
laundering when he is 
sentenced today. 

The couple ( pictured ) 
admitted to defrauding 


their US company PACE 
World-wide of $1 million 
(£663,000), which they 
used to fund a lavish life¬ 
style of holidays in 
Barbados and furniture 
for their dog. 

The couple fought a 
high-profile legal battle 
against their deporta¬ 
tion to the US and both 
took a drug overdose in 
May last year on the day 
of their extradition after 
the High Court denied 
their final appeal. 

They both survived the 
apparent suicide bid and 
in December they plead¬ 
ed guilty to conspiring to 
commit wire fraud. 

When Mrs Dunham’s 
detention is over, her 
passport will be released 
and she will be allowed 
to return to the UK.

Town praised by 
MPs during visits

Northampton has welcomed two high profile 
MPs in the last week. 

Attorney General (AG) for England and 
Wales JeremyWright QC, visited Northampton 
Crown Court, while Elizabeth Truss, the 
Environment Secretary, visited Moulton 
College. 

Mr Wright was given a tour of the court 
building on Lady's Lane on Friday alongside 
Northampton North MP Michael Ellis, who 
spent 15 years of his legal career at the court. 

The AG, who is also a Tory MP for Kenilworth 
and Southam in Warwickshire, met with the 
judges to find out more about the work they do 
and any issues they may have. 

At the end of his tour, he said: “Michael 
asked me to come and speak to the judges 
here because a large part of my job is trying to 
get a sense of what is going on in all the courts 
around the country. To understand from judg¬ 
es how they think it is going and what improve¬ 
ments they think could be made. 

“What I found interesting about 
Northampton Crown Court is it does a differ¬ 
ent range of things. 

“This isn’t just a criminal court, it’s a county 
court and family court as well, so it’s unusual 
to an extent in that respect. Usually the coun¬ 
ty and crown court are separated.” 

Secretary of State for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs, Ms Truss MP, visited 
Moulton College also on Friday (pictured 
above, second from right). 

This was the same day Northamptonshire 



was given an extra £9m of funding. She was 
joined on her visit to the agriculture college by 
Northampton South MP Brian Binley, 
Northamptonshire Enterprise Partnership 
chairman John Markham OBE, NEP CEO Jo 
Lappin, NEP Board and Food & Drink Strategy 
board members and the chief executive and 
chairman of Moulton College. 

The college will receive £3.5m to help fund 
its new £5m Food & Drink Technology 
Academy. 

£5.5m of the additional funds for the county 
will go towards the £18m dualling of the A43 
between the Moulton and Holcot/Sywell 
roundabouts.

For a good part of its 
history, Northampton¬ 
shire was at the centre 
of events that shaped 
our country, however 
in recent years, for the 
most part, the county 
has forgotten or lost its 
historical soul. 

Whilst towns and 
cities like Canterbury, 
Lincoln or York cele¬ 
brate its past, ours 
disappears in obscuri¬ 
ty. True we have no 
huge castle or fabulous 
medieval building to 
hang our history on, 
but it’s still there, layer 
upon layer of it. And, if 
you look closely, much 
still survives. 

Over the coming 
weeks and months we 
will be rediscovering 
our past. You will read 
about events big and 
small that helped 
change Britain, from 
the Magna Carta to the 
last peasants’ revolt in 
England, from the 
1460 Battle of 
Northampton to the 
Battle of Naseby. We 
will also look at some 
of the local families 
that influenced events, 
such as the Catesbys, 
Woodvilles, Tresh- 
ams, Greens, Harring¬ 
tons and the Vauxs. 

But first a short intro¬ 
duction to me. My own 
interest in history 
began as a small boy 
hearing tales of my 
elder relatives. 


After leaving school, 
I eventually became a 
defence journalist, 
writing for the leading 
specialist magazines 
of the time, but with 
the fall of the Berlin 
Wall, the industry 
changed, and I had to 
look elsewhere for 
employment. 

Despite moving into 
something totally 
unrelated, I still 
dabbled in history and 
had a book published 
on World War Two. 

I then eventually 
took a Masters degree 
in history at 
Birmingham Univers¬ 
ity, and then a course 
in teaching adult edu¬ 
cation. 

Soon after, I became 
the local representa¬ 
tive of the Battlefields 
Trust and began writ¬ 
ing about medieval 
history again and 
teaching at WEA 
(Workers’ Educational 
Association). 

Today I am still 
teaching, writing furi¬ 
ously and leading 
tours. 

Next time, as this 
year is the 800th anni¬ 
versary of the Magna 
Carta, we shall begin 
to look at ‘bad’ King 
John, his connections 
to Northamptonshire 
and how events in the 
county brought about 
the birth of democra¬ 
cy-

Arts centre to open in shoe works 


Plans to convert the for¬ 
mer Vulcan Iron Works 
in Northampton town 
centre into a £10m 
community arts centre 
have been approved. 

The former factory is 
one of 14 buildings 
associated with the 
19th century shoe trade 
left standing in the 
town. 

The buildings between 
Guildhall Street, Fetter 
Street and Angel Street 
will be turned into 57 
workshops. 


The borough council 
granted itself permis¬ 
sion for the change of 
use in a meeting last 
week. 

The centre will 
become home to up to 
70 creative and artistic 
businesses, creating 
around 240 jobs. There 
will also be meeting 
spaces and a cafe. 

The plans also include 
demolishing the former 
Weights and Measures 
building on Angel Street, 
with a four-storey build¬ 


ing erected as a 
replacement. 

Funding to help pay 
for the project has been 
successfully secured by 
the South East Midlands 
Local Enterprise 
Partnership.

NGH set for 
big expansion

A PROPOSED expansion to 
Northampton General Hospital 
could almost double the size of 
the main building. 

Plans have been unveiled by 
NGH to build a large multi-storey 
ward to the south of the main 
hospital site (pictured right). 

It would house new paediatric 
and neonatal facilities, additional 
emergency medical wards and a 
dedicated orthopaedic and oph¬ 
thalmology elective surgery hub. 

There would also be improved 
and expanded critical care facili¬ 
ties and a dedicated Health and 
Wellbeing Centre in partnership 
with Northants County Council. 

An artist’s impression has been 
unveiled of the proposed ward, 
and shows that it would overlap 
car park one, which is the main 
visitors car park for all wards and 
departments, and car park two, 
which is mainly for staff use. 

It is unknown whether more car 
parking spaces would be provid¬ 
ed elsewhere. 

The proposals, which have been 
described by NGH as ‘compelling 
and ambitious’, were unveiled in 
the hospital’s latest board papers. 

The document reads: “Our key 



aim is to deliver a new, purpose 
built ward block and dedicated 
elective treatment facility on the 
NGH site to ensure our clinical 
models of care are facilitated, not 
inhibited by the physical capacity 
of the hospital. 

“We will secure external capital 
to build a large extension to the 
rear of the main hospital. The 
aim is to ensure our estate sup¬ 
ports the delivery of high quality 
medical care and where services 
are intelligently co-located to 
deliver maximum efficiency 

“The estate is not intended for 
the sole use of NGH but will be a 
focal point for new models of care 
provided in partnership with 
stakeholders from around the 
county.”

Don’t let fitness 
be a bumpy ride 


Although you might tell 
yourself it’s okay to eat for 
two and just put your feet 
up, research shows that 
exercise during pregnancy 
is safe and also a good 
thing. 

It’s thought that as many 
as three quarters of women 
with a healthy pregnancy 
don’t do enough exercise. 

Put simply the more 
active and fit you are 
during pregnancy, the 
easier it will be for you to 
adapt to your changing 
shape and weight gain. 

It will also help you to 
cope with labour and get 
back into shape after the 
birth. 

Stella Barker, fitness 
development officer at 
Northampton Leisure 
Trust and a mother of 
three, has the following 
advice. 

“As long as your midwife/ 
GP agrees and you have no 
other reason as to why you 
should not exercise, (such 
as being classed as a high 
risk pregnancy), then we 
would recommend yoga, 
pilates and water based 
exercise such as our aqua 
natal class at Mounts Baths 
(Thursdays at 7.15pm). 



“If you attend any other 
fitness classes always make 
sure you inform the 
instructor each time you go 
that you are pregnant so 
they can give you alterna¬ 
tives to some of the exer¬ 
cises that are more suitable 
for pregnant women. 

“For those of you that 
want to continue to work 
out in the gym, switch to 
lighter weights and swap 
sit ups for pelvic floor exer¬ 
cises which will also bene¬ 
fit you after the birth. 

“Speak to the gym 
instructor so your 
programme can be adapt¬ 
ed or talk to your midwife 


for specific advice on 
pelvic floor exercises. 

“If you weren’t exercising 
before you got pregnant, 
don’t suddenly take up 
strenuous exercise. If you 
start an aerobic exercise 
programme begin with no 
more than 15 minutes of 
continuous exercise, three 
times a week.

You may 
need to adjust the intensity 
and duration to accommo¬ 
date the growing pregnan¬ 
cy or for as long as you feel 
comfortable, remember 
exercise is not dangerous 
to your baby. The only time 
to consider changing your 
activity is if you were 
undertaking a contact 
sport or high intensity such 
as kickboxing or squash. 

“The most important 
thing to do is to listen to 
your body; you should be 
able to exercise whilst 
having a conversation.”

Northampton have some big 
selection decisions to make after 
slipping to an LV= Cup defeat at 
Leicester Tigers, according to 
coach Alex King.

Saints hope new signing Tuala will be an ‘ace’

Northampton Saints have signed Samoan full¬ 
back Ahsee Tuala on a deal until the end of the 
season. 

The 25-year-old, who is nicknamed ‘ace’, 
arrives at Franklin’s Gardens with a 6ft, 100kg 
frame so will add physicality to the side. 

He will be available to make his debut in the 
LV= Cup showdown with Wasps on Saturday 
and comes in after fellow full-back Ben Foden 
was ruled out for the season after rupturing his 
cruciate ligament. 

“Ben Foden’s unfortunate injury means that 
we need cover at full-back ahead of what is a 
challenging few months for us,” said director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder. 

“Ahsee is a quality player who can play in a 
number of positions, and is well known to our 
other Samoan internationals, who will no doubt 
help him fit into the culture here at Northampton 
and the way we do things. 

“We’re looking forward to seeing him in 
action.” 

Tuala trained with both the New Zealand U20s 


and New Zealand Sevens squads before turning 
his focus to representing the land of his birth, 
which he did in Samoa’s 2014 November inter¬ 
national against Canada. 

At provincial level he has played 51 times for 
Counties Manukau in New Zealand’s ITM Cup, 
scoring 166 points. 

Tuala becomes the second new arrival at 
Saints in quick succession after Glasgow 
Warriors lock Tom Ryder also signed a deal 
until the end of the season last month. 

Meanwhile, Northampton duo Luther Burrell 
and Dylan Hartley have been named in 
England’s starting XV for their Six Nations 
opener against Wales in Cardiff tomorrow. 

Centre Burrell starts at 12 while Saints skip¬ 
per Hartley will win his 62nd cap at number 
two. They will face off against Northampton 
wing George North who has been named in 
Wales’ starting line-up for the game at the 
Millennium Stadium. 

Fellow Saints Alex Corbisiero, Christian Day, 
Calum Clark and Stephen Myler have all been 
released back to Franklin’s Gardens and could 
feature in the cup clash against Wasps on 
Saturday.

Northampton Town centre back Lee 
Collins believes the club’s recent form 
shows they can push on towards the 
League Two play-offs during the 
remainder of the season. 

The Cobblers were in 20th at the turn of 
the year but have risen eight places fol¬ 
lowing four straight wins, a turnaround 
Collins puts down to a back to basics 
approach. 

He also said the impact of Chris Wilder’s 
signings had been huge - with on-loan 
right back Brendan Moloney joining 
winger Ricky Holmes in making his tem¬ 
porary stay permanent on Transfer 
Deadline Day on Monday. 

Collins thinks it means that the side 
now has the strength in depth to be able 
to continue their good run, with Town 
aiming to back up their superb 5-1 victo¬ 
ry over Accrington on Saturday when 


they entertain Morecambe this weekend. 

“Originally it was getting back to the 
basics, pressing hard as a group and 
eventually the quality shines through,” 
said Collins. 

“Saturday was the icing on the cake 
with the attacking players getting their 
just rewards. We’re one of the in-form 
teams and people will be looking at us 
and thinking ‘that’s where they should 
be’ - on a winning run with the players 
we’ve got. 

“The new players we’ve brought in have 
been brilliant and the strength we’ve got 
in depth is frightening for this level so 
things are looking good. 

“At the start of the season we all had 
winning ambitions and promotion was 
one of the words flying around, so let’s 
see, if we can make the play-offs, let’s 
aim for it.” 

The winning run has coincided with 
boss Wilder being able to name the same 
team for five successive games, with 
Collins forming a successful centre half 
partnership with Ryan Cresswell that 


has kept Zander Diamond out of the side. 

That combination will be broken up fol¬ 
lowing Cresswell’s sending off at 
Accrington but Collins said Diamond 
and other members of the squad are 
ready and waiting for their chance. 

“Before, the manager didn’t really have 
much choice but to change it at times,” he 
said. “It’s the lads that have made sure 
they’re playing every week and that’s 
brought a stability to the club. 

“Everyone knows the man next to them 
could play in the starting 11 and even the 
lads that aren’t playing know they can 
play if called upon, but they’re happy 
with the lads that are playing well. 

“They [Cresswell and Diamond] are 
both outstanding centre halves and both 
a pleasure to play with. They do a lot 
more of the direct defending work than I 
do, and I try and get round them, I trust 
them to win the header but I’m there if 
they don’t.”

Tom Reed reflects on Northampton’s fantastic 
5-1 away win at Accrington - which kept the 
Cobblers’ good run going with just ten men. 

Two goal Lawson D’Ath ensured four wins on 
the spin for Northampton as ten man Cobblers 
stuck five past Accrington Stanley. 

Leading scorer Marc Richards also notched 
his 14th and 15th goals of the season in Chris 
Wilder’s 50th game at the Cobblers with the 
club now up to 12th place in League Two. 

The hard-earned win saw Cobblers playing a 
full 50 minutes a man down after Ryan 
Cresswell’s red card and sets them up for a 
scintillating clash with Morecambe, a point 
above in 11th position. 

Play-off whispers are becoming louder given 
Cobblers’ recent thumping of promotion can¬ 
didates Newport County and further winnable 
games against Hartlepool United, Mansfield 
Town and York City to come. 

Northampton’s starting 11 begins to roll off 
the tongue with Wilder able to name an 
unchanged side for the fifth match running. 

That meant Ricky Holmes was given free 


licence down the Crown 
Ground left and the winger, 
who signed full-time at 
Sixfields, smashed an opener 
past Matt Macey. 

Arsenal loanee Macey proved 
no match for Holmes, who cut 
across the Accrington box in 
the fifth minute before send¬ 
ing an angled, left footed drive 
past the Stanley stopper. 

Cobblers, in real form, go for 
shock and awe tactics and 
looked to finish the game in 
the first half. Again the 
marauding Holmes caused 
havoc and was felled by Adam 
Buxton in a frozen penalty box 
for a 32nd minute spot-kick. 

Richards livened up the 300 
of the shoe army on an open 
terrace by tucking home a 
penalty that squirmed through Macey’s grasp. 

Richards remains at the top of the League 
Two goalscoring charts which bodes well for a 
team on the rise. 

That said, the Cobblers defence isn’t the 
quickest and was caught out by a ball in behind 
that saw Cresswell tug down Sean Maguire for 
a Stanley spot-kick of their own. 

Cresswell’s red card impact was eased by 


Zander Diamond on the Cobblers’ bench, who 
replaced a thoroughly unlucky John-Joe 
O’Toole, but not before Piero Mingoia had dis¬ 
patched the rebound after Luke Joyce’s penalty 
had been saved by Matt Duke however. 

Yet there was never a sense of Cobblers throw¬ 
ing the game away as Wilder’s side put in their 
most composed away performance to date. 

Patient in defence and swift on the counter, 


the ball-carrying skills of Holmes and D’Ath 
gave Northampton real menace even when out 
of possession. 

D’Ath star Lawson destroyed Stanley in the 
65th minute with a superlative chip that had a 
touch of the Eric Cantona v Sunderland about 
it. Swap Old Trafford for Accrington and sub¬ 
tract the Frenchman’s mazy dribble and you 
have a goal of similar-ish ambition. 

D’Ath gets extra points for delivering on a 
rock hard pitch in the middle of winter and 
from 20 yards as well. 

Richards’ second was tame in comparison, 
being laid on by Holmes, who robbed Rob 
Atkinson and squared for the Cobblers number 
nine to slam home from ten yards. 

John Coleman’s Stanley will be in no hurry to 
see Holmes again yet it was D’Ath who took the 
man of the match award. The ex-Reading man 
worked a run off the shoulder of his defender to 
meet a low cross from Holmes before sending a 
cute, left footed finish past Macey. 

That’s four wins on the trot with 12 more oh 
so attainable points up for grabs in a crucial 
February. Wilder was rewarded for his team’s 
rich vein of form with a nomination for League 
Two Manager of the Month. 

The figures are looking healthy in 
Northampton’s numbers game with the only 
downside being that Sixfields’ reduced capaci¬ 
ty may see some fans locked out at this rate.
